Placer County Autism Statistics
County Comparisons

» Placer County ranks 14" in the state for Autism Rate
— Orange County = 1st
— San Francisco County = 8t
— Sutter County = 11t

 1in 193 students in Placer County qualified for special education
under the Autism category

— Rate in Sacramento County =1 in 216
— Rate in El Dorado County =1 in 279

 The National Autism Rate (educational NOT medical) is 1 in 260
 The California Autism Rate is 1 in 182

330 of California’s 34,668 students with Autistic-Like Behaviors
reside in Placer County

Placer County Autism Statistics
Community Comparisons

5 communities had Autism Rates much higher than the State Rate:
— Granite Bay = 11in 93
— Colfax =11in 120
— Forest Hill =1 in 122
— Rocklin=11in 143
— Alta — Dutch Flat =1 in 145
e 3 communities had Autism Rates much higher than the Nat'l Rate:
— Roseville =1 in 205
— Auburn =11in 210
— Lincoln=1in 212

 Loomis, Newcastle, Meadow Vista, Truckee, and Tahoe had Autism
Rates much lower than the National Rate.
